We see 
measures introduced in congress for federal re- 
gulation of the stock exchange with a view of 
eliminating the gambling features of the in- 
stitution. We see bills in preparation which will 
largely curb the speculative evil on boards ot 
trade and operate to prevent the manipulation 
of grain prices and food stuffs. We see bills 
being drafted for the regulation of cold) storage 
plants in order to prevent the solding of food 


These are all worthy purposes and the people 
of the Wnited States are mighty lucky to have 
an administration such as this one is, and such 
aman at the helm of government as President 
Woodrow Wilson. A year ago, however, thou- 
sands who now endorse these governmental ac- 
tivities would have denounced them as “‘pater- 
nal’? and “socialistic.” 

When crises come peapl> are not frightened by 
words and phases if only the results are achiev- 
ed, It sometimes takes a hard jolt to bring us 
back to the realization that the ehief purpose 
of govermment is the greatest good to the great- 
est number. and not be inere conversation of 


all other interests and to devote their energics 
to the attempt to destroy each other. The mili- 
tary took possession of the roads over which 
the. products of the farms had been accustomed 
to move te markef. The railroads were clogged 
With troop trains. Factories were closed. Com- 
merce in the two nations was virtially paralyz- 
ed for months. 

The American Machinest after publishing this 
Instory which we all night well have imagined, 
recites a mumnber of facets which few of us may 
be familiar. It points out that, because of the 
war on the continent, England experienced a 
tremendous industrial expansion.

The agreement reached between 
the Standard Oil company and the 
Chinese government, in view of its 


struggle with the Royal Dutch, is of 
importance. If the exploration of 
the Yen Chang, Yen Au Fu and the 
Chengetefu fields and the provinces 
of Shensi and Chini is profitable to 
the Standard, the Standard will 
have control of the Chinese oil 
market.
